1987 budget $99,000 minus $40,000 in fees collected from accepting waste 
paper from private companies. Wilton, N.H. has become a nationwide model for recycling ---low budget, 
-- excellent remuneration for items removed from the waste stream. Let us stop being a throw away 
society. 


Thankfully, this board of selectmen has appointed a committee to recommend a solution before we 
wind up like a Londonderry or Salem. 


However, the answer lies with you the people of Windham -- a joint effort by every woman, man and 
child and, by the way, it was a woman, Patricia Moore who had the foresight to start the Wilton program. 
| might add it was the Windham Women’s club that gave us our beautiful town common. So, it is a 
simple joint effort of families to cut our waste stream in half, and save our tired incinerator from the 
harmful effects of burning glass and cans and other contaminants contained in those bulging green 
bags. 


| urge you to support a community effort which will embellish the famous WINDHAM PRIDE, and 
help arrest our soaring tax rate.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 
REPORT OF INTERNAL ACCOUNTING CONTROLS 


Board of Selectmen April 25, 1988 
Town of Windham, New Hampshire 


We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Windham, New 
Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1987 and have issued our report thereon dated April 28, 
1988. As part of.our examination, we made a study and evaluation of the system of internal accounting 
control of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the 
system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. 


The purpose of our study and evaluation was to determine the nature, timing, and extent of the 
auditing procedures necessary for expressing an opinion on the entity's financial statements. Our study 
and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to express an opinion on the system of 
internal accounting control taken as a whole. 


The management of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining a system of internal accounting control. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and 
judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of control 
procedures. The objectives of a system are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and that 
transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization and recorded properly to 
permit the preparation of financial statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles. Because of the inherent limitations in any system of internal accounting control, errors or 
irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the 
system to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate because of 
changes in conditions or that the degree of compliance with procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation made for the limited purpose described in the first paragraph would not 
necessarily disclose all material weaknesses in the system. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion 
on the system of internal accounting control of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire taken as a whole. 
However, our study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we believe result in more than 
a relatively low risk that errors or irregularities in amounts that would be material in relation to the 
financial statements of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire may occur and not be detected within a 
timely period. 


DEVELOPER’S PERFORMANCE BONDS 
LETTERS OF CREDIT 


Our previous reports on internal control reported that several letters of credit accepted as 
performance bonds in prior years had expired. These bonds were not renewed or replaced upon 
expiration. As a result, the Town’s interests were not adequately protected in the event of 
non-performance by a developer. 


Our current examination disclosed that the expired bonds discussed above were replaced with cash, 
escrow agreements or were released. We noted that all new performance bonds accepted were in the 
form of cash or escrow agreements.

PURCHASE ORDERS 


Our examination disclosed purchase orders are not consistently used to order goods as required by 
the guidelines set by the Board of Selectment ($200 minimum purchase price, nonrecurring expense). 
Although the use of purchase orders may increase the volume of paperwork, it decreases the chances 
of unauthorized purchases being made. 


We recommend that purchase orders be used to order all goods that meet the established guidelines 
and that all purchase orders be authorized by department heads and the Board of Selectmen. This 
procedure will greatly reduce the risk of unauthorized purchases. Further, we recommend that a copy of 
each purchase order be attached to its related invoice so that quantities and cost may be matched upon 
receipt of the goods. 


APPROVAL OF INVOICES 


Our previous examination disclosed that invoices for goods and services purchased by the Town are 
not always approved for payment by the responsible department head. Lack of such approvals could 
result in unauthorized payments or purchases. 


In the course of our current examination, we again noted that invoices were paid without evidence of 
approval by responsible employees or officials. 


We recommend that evidence of approval for payment be indicated by initials or other means by 
department heads and a majority of the Board of Selectmen. This practice greatly enhances internal 
controls over the expenditure of Town resources. 


MEMORANDUM OF COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


We have examined the general purpose financial statements of theTown of Windham, New 
Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1987, and have issued our report thereon dated April 25, 
1988. As part of our examination, we made a study and evaluation of the town’s system of internal 
accounting control to the extent we considered necessary solely to determine the nature, timing, and 
extent of our auditing procedures. Our study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary 
to express an opinion on the system of internal accounting control taken as a whole, and we do not 
express such an opinion. 


However, during our examination we became aware of several matters that while not involving 
material weaknesses in internal accounting control, are opportunities for strengthening internal controls 
and operating efficiency. The memorandum that accompanies this letter summarizes our comments and 
suggestions regarding those matters. A separate report dated April 25, 1988 contains our report on 
material weaknesses in internal accounting control. This letter does not affect our report dated April 25, 
1988 on the financial statements of the Town of Windham, New Hampshire for the year ended 
December 31, 1987. 


We have already discussed these comments and suggestions with various Town personnel, and we 
will be pleased to discuss them in further detail at your convenience, to perform additional study of these 
matters or to assist you in implementing the recommendations. 


The purpose of this letter is to provide constructive and meaningful recommendations to you. 


SEMI-ANNUAL PROPERTY TAX BILLING 


As the Town bills property taxes on an annual basis eleven months after the start of its operating 
year, borrowing in anticipation of taxes is required to meet Town obligations until the tax revenue is 
received. During 1987, the Town incurred interest on tax anticipation notes in the amount of $82,000. In 
addition, recent changes in federal tax laws may require sophisticated cash flow projections, bond 
counsel opinions, etc. 


We again recommend that the Town consider the adoption of semi-annual collection of taxes as 
provided in state statutes. Semi-annual collection would greatly increase cash flow and possibly 
eliminate the need for tax anticipation financing. 


Although we realize that additional work would be involved for the tax collector’s department, we 
believe the benefit realized would exceed the cost. We urge the Selectmen to seriously consider the 
opportunity of converting to a semi-annual billing system for property taxes. 


NON-EXPENDABLE TRUST FUNDS 


Our examination disclosed that cash maintained for non-expendable trust funds consisted of 27 bank 
accounts and certificates of deposit at December 31, 1987. As a result, periodic accounting and 
maintenance of cash activity is more difficult and time consuming than if only a few accounts were 
maintained. 


We recommend that the number of accounts be consolidated into one account for each type of fund 
(cemetery, library, school, etc.) to decrease the time needed to maintain cash balances. Detailed trust 
records should continue to be maintained as required by New Hampshire statutes. 


UNCOLLECTED YIELD TAXES 


We noted in our examination of taxes receivable that uncollected yield taxes from prior to 1985 are 
maintained as part of the taxes receivable balance. As collection of these taxes is highly improbable, 
their inclusion in taxes receivable causes total assets of the Town to be overstated. 


We recommend that the tax collector determine the likelihood of collection and if these amounts are 
deemed to be uncollectible, the Selectmen should formally abate these taxes. 


USE OF COMPUTER 


Our previous commentary letter discussed the potential uses and resulting benefits of the 
micro-computer located in the Town Hall. We feel that there are many potential applications in the day 
to day operations of the Town. 


One potential application would be to automate the cash disbursements function. The Town currently 
prepares and records checks and the related manifests manually. The Town should consider the 
purchase of a simple one-write disbursement system designed for the use on a micro-computer. Such a 


system simultaneously creates a cash disbursements journal as the checks are written. Such a system 
would provide for more efficient use of Town personnel resources.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We, the Board of Selectmen, are pleased to report on a most successful year. In the past twelve 
months, we have undertaken many major issues, have experienced a few frustrations, but can honestly 
state that 1988 was a productive year for the Town of Windham. 


__ Last year we reported that a committee had been set up to address the reoccurring traffic problems 
on Route 111. As you are well aware, we are happy to report that the state has installed traffic lights at 
the intersection of Route 111 and Exit #3 off of Route 93. In addition, slip lanes have been added at the 
intersection of Route 111 and 111A. 


Another goal achieved in 1988 was the hiring of the town’s first Town Administrator. Since taking the 
position in August, the Administrator has worked to streamline the day to day operations of the 
Selectmen’s office as well as assisting the Capital Improvements and Building Needs Committees, and 
researching the alternatives to computerizing the town offices. 


The Capital Improvements Committee has worked hard to develop a long range plan for the town’s 
capital expenses over the next six years. A yearly cap will be placed on the amount of tax dollars spent 
on capital items thereby alleviating major jumps in our spending for capital outlays from year to year. 


The Building Needs Committee has also worked diligently in preparing recommendations for space 
improvements to the Town Hall. We have included a warrant article in this years budget for the 
construction of a two-story addition to the present Town Hall. This facility will house all the adminstrative 
Offices in the town. . 


During the summer, several Range Road residents were faced with contaminated wells. 
Fortunately, after several months of waiting, through the efforts of Southern New Hampshire Water 
Company, the residents were provided with clean water by Christmas. 


Our town continues to grow, but at a lesser rate than past years. Coupled with this trend is the 
increased cost of running a multi-million dollar business. Unfortunately, we have seen a 22% increase in 
our taxes over 1987. We have worked hard to keep increased costs at a minimum, and pledge to all 
taxpayers that we will continue to scrutinize each budget in the upcoming year to lessen the impact on 
the tax rate, although many projects need to be addressed. 


First, the incinerator continues to be a major concern for the town because of its increased use 
demand and age-related breakdowns. Over the last year, we have hired consultants to study the 
feasibility of continuing with the present landfill area and another firm to study the effectiveness of the 
incinerator. Based on the findings from these reports, the town will be faced with a major expenditure to 
construct a new incinerator. — 


The need for a computer system in the town hall has also become urgent. We have included an 
article in the town warrant for purchasing a system for the town hall which would also tie into the 
computers already in place in other departments.

POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year 1988 was a busy year for the Police Department. Cails for service increased by 14.4% (from 
30,703 to 35,108). We were abie to increase our arrests for DWI by 20% (from 75 to 90), while decreasing 
reportable accidents by 16.1% (from 310 to 260). We atiribute these statistics to added patrols and more 
aggressive enforcement, resulting in an increase of 18.3% in traffic violation summonses (from 1391 to 
1645). 


lreported in 1987 that we were struggling with the growth of the Town, and thatsituation has not changed. 
We are in need of more supervisors, and this entails hiring more officers. We hope that the year 1989 will 
see us reaching our desired supervisory staff level, which will provide a much smoother operation, allowing 
us to better provide police services. |

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


As the level of care and services continues to expand, it has brought about two major areas of concern 
for the Fire Department. These areas are manpower and the Fire Station Facility. 


We have run out of space for any replacement of our apparatus or any future growth. At present, our 
Tanker 1 is twenty five years old and should be replaced this year. New fire apparatus being manufactured 
today is much larger in overall size. It has larger water capacity and incorporates many new Safety features 
which ultimately improves fire fighting capabilities. To purchase a suitable tanker for our needs, of at least 
1500 gallons, would necessitate an addition to the Fire Station this year. 


The Fire Departmentis continuing its high standard of training with the area Hospitals, Fire Departments, 
and also through Fire Standards and Training of the State of New Hampshire to better serve the Citizens 
of Windham. . 


My thanks to the people of Windham for their past support and my thanks to all Firefighters and E.M.T.s, 
full-time and call, for doing their usual good job.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board began 1988 with a new contingency of officers. Roger Hohenberger was elected 
Chairman, Al Doak, Vice-chairman, and John Alosso, Recording Secretary. Jack McCartney’s term expired 
and he was replaced on the Board by John Alosso, with Peter Donahue filling the alternate position. Fred 
Noyles replaced Peter Chulack as the Selectman liaison member. We would also like to acknowledge the 
time and effort put in by John Alosso as our representative to the Rockingham Regional Planning 
Commission. 


The year 1988 was filled with many challenges which the Board had to address. The following approvals 
were rendered: 


16 Subdivisions with 118 approved lots, compared to 22 with 219 approved lots in 1987 
12 Site Plans approved, compared to 9 in 1987 

5 Lot Lines approved, compared to 7 in 1987 

10 Special Permits issued for activity in the Wetland and Watershed Protection District 


The proposed Country Club and the Castleton Banquet Facility were among the major site plans resolved 
by the Board in 1988. 


With the realization of the need to address the large growth within Windham, the Capital Improvements 
Sub-committee continued its charter to provide our town with the financial counterpart to the Master Plan. 


We would like to thank Ron Coish, whose commitment to Windham provided us with the support needed 
to complete this task. Along with Dennis Butterfield, Gus Lawlor, Jack Merchant and Mike Peterson, he 
compiled the necessary information to provide the town with a more visible financial forecast of the next 
six years. We are also indebted to Steve Bird, of the Rockingham Regional Planning Commission for his 
assistance in producing this document. 


Another significant task of updating our Subdivision Regulations was undertaken by the Board this year. 
With the assistance of Frank Keefe and Bob Thorndike, extensive changes were introduced. Among these 
are modifications to the Standard Road Profile and regulations providing for a greater commitment of the 
developers in the upgrading of town roads impacted by their subdivisions. Other major modifications 
addressed the difficulties associated with the development of more severe terrain. 


Our goals for 1989 include continuing the Capital Improvements Program, updating the Master Plan 


and consideration of a Growth Ordinance, along with the requirements of keeping our Zoning Ordinance, 
Subdivision Regulations, and Site Plan Regulations consistent with the needs of our town.

"An extra high tax increase this year!" A common statement in Windham, but not only here, as most 
southern New Hampshire communities experienced a 20% or greater increase in their tax rates. | feel it 
was due, in part, to an expanded rate of spending and, equally as important, a much reduced rate of growth. 


For example, the amount of new construction in Windham converted to 100% was $55,406,412 for 1986, 
$50,160,977 for 1987, and only $40,186,048 for 1988. | wish to stress that, although the dollar value of 
new construction has dropped, the number of appraisals has not reduced significantly as the percentage 
of remodelling and additions to existing properties is still high. 


With the sales market tightening as it has, | am pleased to say we have dropped only a little from the 
1987 equalization figure and are now at 42%. Also, our balance of assessment practice (co-efficient of 
dispersion) has also improved over the previous year. 


It is hoped that spending will level off and that the dollar value of new growth will reverse the recent 
trend and expand to help stabilize our tax rate in 1989. 


Once again, | wish to thank all those who have assisted me in the efficient operation of this portion of 


your town government.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


In June, 1988 the Nesmith Library began to "re-register" library patrons. This meant that patrons held 
library cards prior to this year were asked to verify their address, and phone numbers. 


At the end of 1988, the Library staff had re-registered 1628 of a total 2790 patrons. New Registrations 
totaled 798 in 1988 as compared with 501 in 1987. 


One way libraries measure their service is by keeping track of the number of books and materials 
borrowed or "circulated" by the public. In 1988 45,633 items circulated (as compared to 47,400 in 1987.) 


Circulation figures alone do not tell the whole story of Library services to the community however. The 
Nesmith Library purchased 1078 new adult books, as well as 774 books for children and young adults in 
1988. This totaled 1852 new titles added to our collection in 1988. The Nesmith Library pai 251 
items from other libraries this year at the request of our patrons. 


18,124 people visited the library over the course of the year 1988, as compared with 17,439 during 1987. 


In addition, the Library offers a number of programs for adults and children. In 1988 programs activities 
included: 


ADULT PROGRAMS: 


Good Company with Books, Family Affairs. April and May, 1988. This was a reading/discussion 
program. The group read 4 American novels of merit and met on 4 evenings to discuss these books, which 
focused on the theme of the Family in American Life. 


Not for Children Only: Children’s Books too Good for Adults to Miss. October and November 1988. 
This reading/discussion program read 5 books. These books were critically acclaimed titles for children 
and young adults. The group met on 5 evenings to discuss these books. 


On November 15, Craig Romano treated an audience at the Library to a narrated slide travelogue of a 
recent trip to Chile, including Pategonia, as well as other portions of South America. This was a fascinating 
look at an exotic locale. 


CHILDREN’S PROGRAMS: 


Program offerings this year included the following (held in addition to our continuing story hour programs 
for 3, 4, & 5 year old children): 


This summer, the reading program for children featured a circus theme. As one part of this reading 
program, 4 special craft programs were held, including a juggling workshop, tie dying workshop, hand 
puppets and crayon magic. 


In the fall, the Library was fortunate to engage the services of a Windham resident, Frannie Greenberg. 
A free lance educational consultant, Frannie has worked at the Acton Discovery Museum, Acton, 
Massachusetts as a science instructor/interpreter for young people. Frannie did 4 after school workshops 
in October and November at the Library. The children experimented and learned about Sound, Light, 
Cooking crafts, and Spiders. 


PROGRAMS SPONSORED BY THE FRIENDS OF THE LIBRARY: 


Each June the Friends hold "The Strawberry Festival." This day-long festival features strawberry 
shortcake, a book sale, and great family activities. This year’s festival was a great success. 


This year, the Friends and the Windham PTO hosted two visiting authors. Georgess Mchargue visited 
Center school in the Spring, and Tod Strasser visited the Middle School in the fall. 


These authors speak to the students about their writing, and answer questions from the students. The 
authors were able to meet with smail groups of students interested in writing and offer constructive hints 
and encouragement. These visits have proven popular and encourage students with their reading and 
written skills. 


Every year FLOW holds the Arts Festival for children at the Golden Brook School. The festival is 
intended to encourage youngsters to write, draw, paint, photograph, or otherwise create a special item to 
exhibit at this festival. Besides encouraging the children’s creativity, the Arts Festival is fun! 


In August the Friends sponsored a week long class for young people interested in working as baby 
sitters. This class is held under the auspices of Rockingham County Extension 4-H. FLOW gathers 
together resource people to talk to the participants, including personnel in the fields of public safety, 
medicine, teaching, and parents. These classes are well attended and excellent information is provided 
participants. 


In October, local author, Richard Lederer spoke to a crowd of over 80 Windham residents, treating them 
to samples of his literary humor and word play from his books Anguished English and Get Thee to a 
Punnery. Lederer has a regular show on WEVO public radio, Concord, NH and is a Professor of English 
at Saint Paul’s School, Concord. 


In December the FLOW finished 1988 with another annual event -- Christmas Crafts. Children come 
to the Library and make Christmas gifts. This December attendance at these crafts exceeded 300. 


The FLOW provided a matching donation to the New Hamsphire Humanities Council, making possible 
the receipt of the reading discussion program grant for Good Company With Books - Family Affairs. 


Again this year, the Friends of the Library and the Windham PTO brought children’s authors to Windham. 
Each author visited the school and were met by the public at a reception at the Library. This exciting 
program represents large expense on the part of the Friends of the Library and the Windham PTO, and 
much work by those two groups and the Windham teachers, and school library staff. 


The Friends purchased a display case so that the Library could more efficiently display the audio cassette 
tapes in the collection. This beautiful piece of furniture keeps audio cassettes secure, while allowing the 
public to view the cassettes and make their choices. Since this has been installed the use of this particular 
collection has increased. 


THE WINDHAM LIBRARY QUILTERS: 


The Windham Library Quilters deserve many thanks for their efforts, Carol Doak founded this group 
and served as its chair person through 1988. The group quilted a beautiful medallion style quilt in a lily 
pattern, raffled at the Strawberry Festival. It was the intent of the Library Quilters that the proceeds 
($1200.00) be used to purchase books for the Nesmith Library, with the stipulation that $600.00 of the 
books purchased be recommended by Town residents and $600.00 of the books purchased be recom- 
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mended by Teachers and staff of the Windham School System. The Library has received many fine 
recommendations for purchase, and many excellent additions to the library collection have resulted. The 
Library Quilters began work again this fall with Moira Clegg chairing the group. This year’s quilt will be a 
"School House" pattern, titled "School House Blues." 


BOARD MEMBERS AND LIBRARIAN HONORED: 


The Library Trustees and Staff were pleased to learn that Mr. Frank Traynor of the Nesmith Library 
Board of Trustees had been named "Trustee of the Year" by the New Hampshire Library Trustee 
Association. Librarian Carl Heidenblad was named Library Director of the Year by this group. Itis important 
to note that Representative Patricia Skinner of Windham was named “Legislator of the Year" by the New 
Hampshire Library Trustees Association in 1986. No other Library board has been honored three times 
by the New Hampshire Library Trustees Association following such a brief time interval.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


Trustees are elected by the voters to manage the budget and facilities of the library. They meet on the 
secand Monday of the month at 8pm. Meetings are open to the public. The Trustees work to insure that 
Windham has as modern a library as possible, and one that is able to meet the needs of the community. 


The Library Trustees and the library staff have attended state conferences and seminars throughout 
the past year in order to stay current with the developments affecting libraries. Staff members have taken 
courses in Public Library Techniques offered by the N.H. State Library and School of Lifelong Learning. 


The Trustees hope to use the space at the library as effectively as possible. This year, the Trustees 
asked for capital improvements money to renovate the attic of the library, which contains nearly 1,500 
square feet of useable space. This turned out to be more expensive and difficult than originally anticipated 
because of structural problems, and this idea was postponed. 


In the coming year, the Library will be asking the Town for money to study the Nesmith Library building 
architecturally and structurally. This information will be necessary to plan for any future additions or 
expansion to the library. 


The Friends of the Library have been tremendous. This year, a beautiful oak display and storage rack 
for audio cassettes was purchased, as well as software for the Apple Ile computer (available to the public). 


We would like to thank the people of Windham for their support this past year. The support from the 
Town in all of our endeavors has been tremendous. 


This year, our librarian, Carl Heidenblad, and | were named Library Director of the Year and Trustee of 
the Year by the New Hampshire Library Trustees Association. This was a great honor. This is the third 
time the Nesmith Library has been honored by the Trustees Association since 1986, when Representative 
Patricia Skinner was named Legislator of the Year. We are very proud of these honors. 


In closing, | would like to thank our many friends who have contributed so much by donating time, books, 
money or materials to the library, or who have helped us in any way this past year.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


Wetlands permit activity and plan review 
The Conservation Commission reviewed and made recommendations on 12 dredge and fill applications 
this year. We also reviewed many subdivision plans submitted to us for our input. 


Deer Leap land acquisition - Land Conservation Investment Program 

Since the preliminary approval for this acquisition was given in November, the final appraisal has been 
completed and submitted and the survey will be done shortly. When these have been accepted by the 
LCIP Board and clear, marketable title to the property has been shown, a purchase and sale agreement 
will be drawn up by the town and the landowner. When all the legalities are in order and agreed upon by 
all parties, the LCIP Board will grant final approval and start the legal process in motion for the transfer of 
the $250,000. in LCIP funds reserved for Windham’s purchase of Deer Leap. 


The Commission wishes to thank those people who have supported us and our land acquisition goals 
for the town. You should feel justifiably proud that the town was able to acquire, for the current price of a 
little more than two house lots, 50 acres of unique and beautiful parkland. We are well aware that the tax 
rate is high and not about to go down in the near future. Windham is now starting to pay for the record rate 
of development during the last few years. This same development is consuming remaining open land at 
a rapid rate. We can foresee that much of the remaining open land in town will be subdivided within the 
next ten years if the present growth pressure persists. This is why the Commission believes that our land 
acquisition program should be continued. We realize that this program must be coordinated and consistent 
with other important town needs as outlined in our master plan. Use of funds from the land use change 
tax is one way that the town can continue its land acquisition activities. The use of these monies for 
preservation of open space would be consistent with the purpose of the current use program, which is 
designed to help preserve the rural character of N.H. 


Most people think of land protection in terms of providing recreation,ative and passive. But there are 
other important considerations such as protecting our primary watersheds and wetlands to ensure our 
water quality and supply. Some of this can be done through zoning or easements, but other cases may 
require purchase of land. We will have to pay for our future recreation land and our rural open spaces. 
The town has to plan for them and take advantage of any funding opportunities which come along. 


Foster’s Pond Natural Area (FPNA) - update 

We finished posting the publicly accessible borders of the Area against hunting in January. Many 
residents are now finding this area a pleasant place to walk and enjoy nature. However, some people still 
do not choose to abide by the bylaws which were adopted at the 1988 Town Meeting which state in part 
under "Prohibited Uses": "The use of motorized vehicles and outboard motors on boats is prohibited within 
the Foster's Pond Natural Area...". A copy of the bylaws appears in the 1987 Town Report. We intend to 
request that the roadway into the pond be permanently blocked with large boulders to exclude the vehicles 
now illegally using it and disturbing the passive recreational aspect of the area. 


More detailed mapping and planning for the nature trail system is being done by the Commission 
members. We hope to clear the trail system this spring and summer. 


Budget Request 

We are asking for $1,500. for 1989. The increase of $500. is to cover the cost of a secretary and to 
provide for possible consulting services which may become necessary in the process of reviewing dredge 
and fill applications and subdivision plans. 
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New members added this year are Pamela Skinner and Wayne Morris. Our new alternates are 
Gerald Capron and Bernard Rouillard.

Conservation Commission 
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RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


The objective of Windham’s Recreation Committee is to provide leadership to the community in the 
development of recreational opportunities for all our residents. This past year has been particularly 
gratifying as we have experienced greater participation in our varied programs. 


During 1988, a better sense of community evolved as more towns-people became involved in 
activities, such as our Fourth of July celebration, skiing, arts and crafts, basketball, swimming and tennis 
lessons. From the Easter Egg Hunt to the Christmas Tree Lighting, we have provided the opportunity for 
young and old to come together in friendship. Many people support these activities, donating time or 
making contributions. 


In conjunction with the Selectmen and the Conservation Commission, we have named the Nashua 
Road recreational area the Edward Herbert Park to honor him for all he has done for recreation and the 
town. We have completed the federal grant portion of the park. The soccer field and instructional 
facilities will be operational this year. We will continue to develop the basketball and tennis court section 
of the park. 


The summer programs at the Cobbetts Pond Beach facility are by far the most visible and used 
recreational opportunity we offer. Over 500 families purchased beach passes and participated in an 
excellent swimming and lifesaving program. On any given weekend during July and August, 150 to 200 
people took advantage of the beach. 


Our town’s growth has been mirrored in the demands upon the Recreation Committee. Greater effort 
is required to maintain our current level of community service. To continue the momentum we have 
achieved, the demand for recreation has exceeded the level of support which can. be provided by 
volunteers only. What is needed is a part-time Program Director, who can provide continuity and support 
for our programs. Our foresight here, in a support of the addition of this resource, will assure the 
continued contribution of recreation to all Windham citizens. 


We wish to thank, in behalf of the Windham Recreation Committee, all those who have assisted us 


during this very successful year. Without your support and effort, the current positive environment in 
recreation would not exist.

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WINDHAM COMMUNITY COUNCIL 
FOR THE ELDERLY REPORT 


A prime step in helping to address a concern of Windham’s Senior residents will be addressed at this 
year’s Town Meeting when townspeople will have the opportunity to vote on a zoning change for an area 
for inclusion of affordable elderly housing. 


The Council supports this Planning Board Amendment to the Windham Building Code. It views this 
along with the Elderly Housing Task Force Report as a step to have elderly housing become a reality in 
our town. 


Under the direction of the Rockingham County Nutrition Program, a nutritious, and balanced meal is 
served on Tuesdays and Thursdays at the Windham Senior Center. The program also delivers Meals on 
Wheels five days a week to shut-ins. 


Each month, a social program is held at the Center along with Blood Pressure Checks by the Derry 
Visiting Nurse. Weekly Bingo, card games, craft projects and bowling take place. Arrangements have 
been made with the Salem Racquet Ball Club for a weekly morning session of swimming and exercise. 


The Seniors donate over 125 volunteer hours each year in the Center. A daily telephone network 
calls members who live alone or have been ill. 


The Council, in its charge to help with the concerns of Windham’s Senior residents, would like to 
express the need for future expansion or a larger facility to meet the severe space limitations of the 
Center. This places a limit to who can attend various functions, as well as to the type of programs 
conducted there. 


Council members are Louise Lynch, president of the Windham Senior Citizens Inc; Albert Feeley, 
who represents St. Matthew’s Church; Mary Kane; Chell Swanson representing the Windham 
Presbyterian Church; Mary Wallace, a member of the State Council on the Aging; and Selectmen 
appointees, Patricia Skinner and Selectman Elizabeth Dunn. 

The Council is requesting the sum of $5,000 for Senior Recreation.

Either a full day or half day child care facility (whether or not the facility is Known as a day nursery, r -

Use of a room in a dwelling as an office is an allowed use without a Special Exception, provided that 
the use will not generate any traffic, i.e. deliveries or pickup of any supplies or materials or clients 
coming to the property. In all cases where a Special Exception for a Home Occupation is granted, the 
person receiving the Special Exception shall complete and sign a form with the Code Enforcement 
Administrator that sets forth the nature of the Home Occupation and provides details of the business and 
its scope of operations. The applicant shall comply with the conditions set forth in the granting of Special 
Exceptions and the failure to comply will result in the revocation of the Special Exception.

The proposed housing for the elderly must be affordable to the residents of the 
Town for whom it is intended. 

Any site on which an elderly housing complex is proposed shall be reviewed with 
respect to the availability of shopping services, medical services and public 
transportation and that the proposed construction and design of the elderly 
housing complex shall contain the usual amenities and living aids found in 
housing designed for use by the elderly. 

That the public interest will be served generally if the proposal were to establish 
elderly housing on the site and the establishment of an elderly housing complex 
on the site would not cause a diminution in the property values of surrounding 
parcels. 

That any conflicts with the character of any adjacent single-family neighborhood 
will be minimal. weg? 

The development shall be landscaped so as to enhance its compatibility with the 
Town with emphasis given to the use of existing natural features where possible. 
The design and site layout of the development shall emphasize the rural character 
of the Town, maximize the privacy of the dwelling units, preserve the natural 
character of land, provide for the separation of parking and living areas, and 
consider such factors as orientation, energy usage, views, etc. 


3. Definition: As used in this article, the following terms shall have the meanings indicated: 
ELDERLY HOUSING COMPLEX: One (1) or more buildings containing dwelling units intended 


exclusively for occupancy by elderly persons or couples (elderly as defined in accordance with 


applicable federal regulations), wherein each unit shall contain no less than four hundred (400) 
square feet of living space and each complex shall be located on a single parcel of land.

The number of elderly dwelling units shall not exceed four (4) percent of the total number — 
of dwelling units in the community as determined by the Assessor's Office. 


There shall be fifty (50) feet of frontage on a Town approved road. .? 


The Planning Board shall review all applications for housing developments for the elderly 
and approve or disapprove such applications and require such covenants or legal 
restrictions they deem necessary to insure the intent of the ordinance. 

A performance bond and other legal data shall be submitted as required by the Planning 
Board to insure the completion of streets, buffers, and amenities in accordance with the — 


accepted plans and the Site Plan Regulations of the Town of Windham as adopted or >a 


hereafter amended. 
The minimum age of the occupant shall be in accordance with Federal guidelines — 
Building types shall be limited to single, duplex, or townhouse units. No "garden 


apartments" or units containing a common hallway; i 


Interpretations: To the extent that the specific requirements of this chapter are inconsistent or. at a 
variance with any other requirements contained in the Zoning Ordinance, the requirements — 
imposed herein shall govern and control an elderly housing complex. To the extent that specific — ns 


requirements imposed herein are inconsistent with or at variance with the requirement of the ’ 


State of New Hampshire or the requirements of the Federal Government with respect to the 
operation or construction of an elderly housing complex.

Whenever a lot contains soils having two or more types of soil which pose different degrees of 
problems for on-site waste disposal systems, the minimum land area shall be computed by 
reference to the percentage of the total usable lot taken up by each soil type. Whenever a lot 
contains multiple soils with two or three different degrees of limitation for on-site waste disposal 
systems, the leachfield shall, whenever possible, be located on the soils which pose the least 
degree of limitation for the system. When computing minimum land areas under this Section, 
wetlands, flood plains, exposed ledge, easements except slope easements, and slopes greater 
than 25% shall not be counted. 

When it has been determined that a lot has two or more slope types, the same method shall be 
used to determine the lot area as is used when the lot has two or more soil types. On lots with 
slope types C or greater, driveway profiles of the first 100 feet shall be provided. (See Windham 
Subdivision Regulations as amended.) 

Said measurement shall be taken at a point fifty (50) feet from the nearest front lot line. 

a. Private roads may be allowed to satisfy frontage requirements in Residence B 
District. Minimum standards for such private roads shall be Town Specifications, 
except that the width may vary according to traffic needs.

for the intended usage or the Town’s minimum standard for use or occupancy, whichever is. 
more stringent. 

D. For the Purpose of Conversions of Seasonal Use to Year Round Use: 

The following site assessment study shall be required: 

1. Shall include the name, address, and telephone number of the owner and the owner's agent 
and the location and a brief description of the property, including the tax map reference and 
lot number. 

2. Shall include the lot size, slope, loading (based on the number of existing or proposed 

. bedrooms in the structure), water source, soil type, and estimated seasonal high water table 
information to be determined by on site investigation (Test Pits). The licensed designer shall 
write his assessment of the site for the current use and proposed use of the system, based 
upon the criteria and information in this subparagraph. 

3. Shall include information about the present sewage disposal system, if available. If the 
installed system was approved by the Town a copy of the approval form, approval number 
and plan shall be attached to the site assessment study. An assessment study indicating that 
the site fails to meet any of the criteria established under this section shall prohibit the 
conversion of the property. 

4. The site assessment form submitted to the State of N.H. W.S.P.C.D. shall be attached to the 
Town site assessment report and shall also indicate the State approval or disapproval.

DEFINITION: 


Class "C" fireworks shall mean and include any combustible or explosive composition or any 
substance or combination of substances, or article prepared for the purpose of producing a visible or an 
audible effect by combustion, explosion, deflagration, detonation, or any tablets or other devices 
containing any explosive substance as defined in RSA 160-A and Federal Regulations 49CFR Sec. 
173.100 (r). 


CLASS "C" FIREWORKS PROHIBITED: 


It shall be illegal for any person, firm, partnership or corporation to offer for sale, expose for sale, sell 
at retail, deliver, transfer, give, exchange, purchase, possess, use or explode, any item or group of items 
defined as Class "C" fireworks within the Town of Windham. 


Further, it shall be illegal for any person, firm, partnership or corporation knowingly to allow its 
property, buildings, or facilities within the Town of Windham to be utilized by any person, firm, 
partnership or corporation to offer for sale, expose for sale, sell at retail, deliver, transfer, give, 
exchange, purchase, possess, use or explode, any item or group of items defined as Class "C" fireworks 
within the Town of Windham. 


EXCEPTIONS: 


Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to prohibit the sale or use of auto flares, paper caps 
containing not in excess of an average of .25 grain (16mg) of explosive content per cap, toy pistols, toy 
canes, toy guns, or other devices for use of such caps, or: 


The sale of fireworks to or use of. fireworks by railroads or other transportation agencies for signal 
purposes of illumination; the sale of fireworks to or use of fireworks by law enforcement agencies; the 
sale or use of blank cartridges for a show or theatre, or for signal or ceremonial purposes, or in athletics 
or sports; the sale of fireworks to or use of fireworks by military organizations. 


PENALTIES: 

Any person who violates the provisions of this ordinance shall be fined not more than $1,000 for 
possession with intent to sell, and not more than $25 for a first-time possession offense.

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ELDERLY HOUSING TASK FORCE REPORT 


The Windham Elderly Housing Task Force continued its efforts in 1988 towards establishing an 
affordable housing alternative in Windham. The majority of time this year was spent in locating a suitable 
site that would meet the criteria set by the Task Force for elderly housing. This has proved to be a 
difficult task. Land costs in Windham are quite high and available, buildable tracts hard to locate. The 
Task Force, nevertheless, continued the search throughout the year. There are several parcels 
currently being evaluated and we are hopeful that 1989 will see a site successfully secured. 


Ms. Claire Monier, of the New Hampshire Housing Authority, met with members of the Task Force to 
discuss financing options that may be open to us. We found that the State of New Hampshire, through 
the Authority, can be a valuable resource and we will be working closely with them in the future. 


The Task Force is most happy to report the establishment of a new zoning ordinace for Elderly 
Housing, to be submitted to the 1989 Windham Town Meeting for approval. With the help of the 
Windham Planning Board and others, the Task Force was able to submit a workable document ready for 
voter consideration. With the ordinance in effect, we will be able to proceed with accepted design criteria 
that will conform with town planning regulations. 


The Task Force will continue to work diligently towards the purpose of developing elderly housing in 
Windham. We are closer than ever in making this goal a reality and hope to meet with success in 1989. 
We thank all those involved with this effort, and ask for your continued support in the months and years 
ahead!

Elderly Housing Task Force 
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BUILDING NEEDS COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Building Needs Committee has continued to work towards its charter of providing handicap 
accessibility to the Town Hall and to recommend a solution to the long-range town administrative space 
needs. 


Ninety-five thousand dollars ($95,000) was appropriated at last year’s Town Meeting to hire an 
engineering/architecture firm to do the following: 


a. Complete a feasibility study on the addition of an elevator, handicap bathrooms, and new safe 
room; and to construct same, if possible, after Board of Selectmen approval. 

b. Design/layout/blueprint of the entire project of a two-story, 5,500 sq. ft. addition to the Town Hall 
to include total costs. 

c. Prepare total project presentation for Board of Selectmen and Town Meeting approval. 


During the months of April through August, the committee studied all other possible solutions to the 
future town administration space needs. Some of the considerations were as follows: 


a. A study of all town-owned land for possible Town Hall site. 

b. Addition of a structure connecting the Senior Center with the Building Department building. 

c. Construction of a new Town Hall on the site where the Senior Center and Building Department 
are located. 

d. Convert the current Fire Department building into town administration space, if Fire Department 
were to move to a new location. 

e. Talked to some landowners about possible swap, purchase or donation of their land for a new 
Town Hall site. 

f. Advertised in all local newspapers for people to come forward with possible land swaps, 
purchase, or donations for Town Hall site. 

g. Study of American Legion land, including drilling of test pits. 


All of the above analysis, for various reasons, lead us back to the two-story addition to the current 
Town Hall. 


In September, the committee requested and got approval to hire an engineering/architecture firm. At 
the end of October, the Board of Selectmen approved the hiring of Homer P. Young Jr. Associates, Inc., 
Architects. Since November, the committee has been working with Mr. Young and company. 


The results of the more detailed and professional study completed by the architectural firm are as 
follows: 


A new Town Hall on the American Legion property will cost a minimum of $1,163,200.00. 
A two-story addition to the current Town Hall will cost $689,200.00. 

The renovations to the current Town Hall building will cost $136,000.00. 

To only provide handicap accessibility in the current Town Hall will cost $153,700.00.*

“This would be a temporary solution that would not provide any additional space. It would, in fact, 
cause the loss of about 200 sq. ft. of current space. This would incur costs which would not be usable in 
the final building plan, such as siding, insulation and roofing. 
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The committee recommends the approval of the two-story addition to the current Town Hall, plus the 
renovations to the current floor space, for a total cost of $819,200.00. (This total is a little less than the 
sum of b and c above because of adjustments in fees and contingencies when combined.) The 
$819,200.00 would be bonded for five (5) years and will cost a level of $175,800.00 per year. This is 
equivalent to approximately 60 cents on our tax rate.

Building Needs Committee 
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SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Solid Waste Disposal Committee was appointed by the Selectmen in late 1987. With an aging 
incinerator, it was felt an advisory committee would be helpful in charting a course for Windham’s solid 
waste disposal needs. With this charge, the Committee began the arduous task. 


In investigating the various disposal alternatives, it became immediately obvious that recycling could 
play an important role in reducing the solid waste stream. Hence, recycling was initiated in May of 1988. 
In all, the Committee developed five alternative approaches and presented a report to the Selectmen in 
June. Our recommendation was to implement a recycling program, build a licensed lined ash landfill at 
the existing disposal site, and purchase a new incinerator. 


Next, two contracts were let for engineering studies to 1) assess if the existing site could be used for 
a lined ash landfill, and 2) determine the condition of the existing incinerator. 


The first study revealed that the existing site could not be economically developed into a landfill. This 
forces us to go back and recommend another alternative. The report from the incinerator study is still in 
progress. However, any action to safely extend the life of this incinerator will put off a possible large 
expenditure. 


Our work for next year will include making a new recommendation to the Selectmen based on the 
studies, and to begin an education of everyone as to the advantages of recycling and how it can be 
started in our time.

Solid Waste Disposal Committee 
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DERRY VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION REPORT 


As your home and community health care agency, Derry Visiting Nurse Association is committed to 
delivering services which respond to the needs of Windham residents. In the recent past and in the 
foreseeable future, there have been and will be many sweeping changes in health care technology and 
funding. These changes have put stress on individuals with health care needs and on the organizations 
which provide health care. It is the Association’s desire to work with you in all possible ways on an 
individual and community-wide basis to solve these problems. 


Thus the agency fulfills two roles in your community. The first of these is in the provision of 
"hands-on" service units. These include: 


Acute Care Services: Nursing, physical therapy, occupational therapy, speech therapy, medical 
social service and home health aide services provided in individual home visits for the acutely ill person. 
Nursing services are available on twenty-four hour call for admitted patients, and the agency works with 
hospitals and physicians in both New Hampshire and Massachusetts. 


631 of these visits were made to Windham residents in the year ending June 30, 1988. 


Daily Support Services: Nursing, personal care service, Homemaking and HELP 
(companion/respite) services provided in individual home visits to individuals with chronic illness or 
problems of aging. HELP service also provides specialized child care for families with young children. 


238 of these visits were made to Windham residents in the year ending June 30, 1988. 


Health Promotion Services: Community screenings for adult and senior citizens, newborn visits, 
Well Child and Immunization Clinic services, and additional specialized services are provided in clinic, 
class and home visit settings. An infant car seat rental program is also available. 


135 of these contacts were made with Windham residents in the year ending June 30, 1988. 


The town appropriation is a very important source of support for many of these services. When 
available Medicare, private insurance and other sources pay for individual services. Town funds may be 
used where these sources do not pay the full cost. Because of the town allocation, Windham residents 
can receive maintenance services at a fee adjusted to their income, and health promotion services, in 
many cases at no cost. 


The second role of Derry VNA is in consultation, education and advocacy for individuals and groups 
within the community. Professional staff are available by telephone in the office to answer various 
questions for community residents. Examples of such questions are immunization recommendations for 
children and adults, consultation on the most appropriate care arrangement for a certain individual, or 
advice and assistance in how to access special health resources and funds. Agency staff are also 
available to work with community residents in planning education and screening events within the 
community. In addition, Derry VNA works on the state and/or regional level to advocate for funding and 
services which are important to our communities. 
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The amount of these activities is not counted statistically as "hands-on" services are. However, they 
are a very important part of our service to the community, and are made possible almost entirely by town 
allocations. Again the primary goal of Derry VNA in Windham is to provide the kind of services needed 
and desired by town residents. Please call our office, 432-7776, with your questions and suggestions.

Chapter | funds allocated to the Windham School District provide support services to students in 
grades one through eight. Three Chapter | tutors work with small groups of students in each of the 
schools, emphasizing the development of active, responsible learners. The program’s-major objective is 
to increase proficiency in reading comprehensive and/or math conceptualization through a variety of 
activities which promote the development of thinking skills and creative problem solving in meaningful 
situations. A total of 70 students have participated during the 1988-89 school year.

This process, sponsored by the New Hampshire Department of 
Education, Special Education Bureau, provides baseline information with which to review the 
effectiveness of current special education programs and practices, and to assist in planning for the 
future. Findings have been presented in an extensive report to all staff and School Board Members and 
are currently under review by a committee of administrators, special and regular educators, and parents, 
who will work together to form long range plans for the district and each of the individual schools. 
Windham is to be commended for being slected to participate in such an extensive study and for the 
commitment it has made to the improvement process.

The process of engaging in a Superintednet Search is not only a difficult task but a time consuming 
one as well. School Administrative Unit #28 is very pleased with selection of Ray Raudonis as our 
Superintendent of Schools. He is a highly regarded educational leader in New Hampshire and has a 
realistic vision for the educational future of Windham’s children. We look forward with enthusiasm to 
continued work with Ray as our Superintendent of School. 


This has been a very busy year for our School Board. We have undertaken many new initiatives and 
feel excited about the progress that has been made. 


We developed School Board Goals prior to our new Superintendent coming on board. Included in 
those goals are such things as written evaluations of our Superintendent as well as our School Board, 
long range planning, press packets, building principal updates on monthly activities as well as marking 
period results and parent conferences. 


The beginning of October we met with the Local Planning Committee and discussed probable 
facilities needs for our schools in the next six years. As a result of this effort, all of the town committees 
as well as school department can work together with an organized plan for the future needs of Windham. 
We commend the committee for its work. 


The School Board hosted a Legislative Candidates Night in October that was carried live on 
Windham Cable TV 51. We discussed only educational issues and areas of specific interest to the 
schools and education community of Windham.

The three school board members have been actively attending workshops, conferences, and 
conventions in the state. We recognize the importance of professional growth as board members and 
the ability to hear and learn about all of the current issues that are pertinent to education and school 
boards. Thank you Bob Ashburn and Neil Gallagher for your commitment and enthusiasm. 


The Curriculum Planning Committee worked during this year on issues of concern dealing with 
curriculum. They have made recommendations to the school board, and many issues have been 
addressed or considered for years to come. We thank all of the committee members for their interest, 
input, and time given toward helping better the education within our three schools. 


With the continuing concern of where our high school students will be housed in the not-so-distant 
future, our Superintendent has sent letters of inquiry to all surrounding school superintendents as to their 
interest in meeting with us to discuss the options of our high school students. 


A new Facilities Needs Committee has been selected and will work on specific solutions to address 
our growth problems. 


The School Board appreciates the efforts of the dedicated staff, administration, P.T.O. and many 
volunteers who work diligently for the good of education. We as a Board are committed to playing a 
leadership role in the continuing improvement of education for all of our Windham school children.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Windham: 


It is with a mixture of pride and some humility that | offer my first report to you as Superintendent of 
Schools. As you may imagine, these first months of my service have proven challenging, rewarding, 
demanding and fulfilling. It is only fitting that | acknowledge that most of what has transpired for the 
duration of the year were programs and initiatives begun by former Superintendent Henry E. LaBranche 
and the dedicated individuals who provide you service as School Board members, staff members and 
administrators. 


During the annual meeting of a year ago, the voters of the District approved expenditures that have 
resulted in improvements to the Center School, accomplishing heating system retrofitting at the Golden 
Brook School and the establishment of a Foreign Language Study at the Middle School. Further heating 
system work is proposed in the 1989-1990 budget as well as funds to expand the French program into 
the seventh grade. 


Last spring, the School District employed the services of Balsams Environmental Services 
Incorporated to inspect all schools and develop an Asbestos Management Plan in accordance with state 
and federal regulations. The plan has been received, accepted, and filed as required. The costs for 
implementing the plan beginning July 1, 1989 are contained in the proposed operating budget for 
1989-1990. 


The enrollment projections predicted for Windham continue to suggest steady and consistent growth 
for at least the next ten years. In anticipation of increased student enrollments, the School Board has 
created two committees: A Curriculum Planning Committee charged with reviewing programs and 
practices and making recommendations to the Board regarding present and future instructional 
opportunities for Windham students; a Facilities Planning Committee charged with assisting the Board in 
long-range planning for space and facilities utilization and recommended school construction to meet the 
needs of the growing elementary population. Additionally, the Curriculum Planning Committee will 
undertake a Kindergarten Feasibility Study within the community; the results of which will be passed on 
to the School Board and the Facilities Planning Committee. 


Certainly, the second burning issue in Windham will be to address how high school education will be 
provided when the present tuition contract with Pinkerton Academy expires. The present agreement 
calls for a gradual phase out of Windham students beginning in September 1995 and concluding in 
either June of 1996 or June 1997. Unless there is a change of position taken by the Pinkerton Academy 
Board of Trustees, the last Windham class to enter as freshmen will occur in September of 1993. The 
School Board is presently moving toward identifying feasible alternatives including requesting 
reconsideration by the Pinkerton Academy Board of Trustees, discussing joint ventures with other school 
districts and discussing possible tuition arrangements with other high schools. | anticipate that when the 
alternatives are firmly identified ‘that the Board will be seeking assistance from the community in 
determining the most advantageous ones to pursue. 


As you can tell, the next few years will be most significant for this community as we write the story of 
future education in Windham, New Hampshire. | foresee critical decisions to be made and a significant 
number of residents being asked to give of their time and talents to assist in making those critical 
decisioins. 
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In conclusion, | express my gratitude to the many school and town officials, residents, administrators, 
and staff members who have done so much to make me welcome as superintendent. | continue to be 
impressed by the dedication of parents, teachers and all people who are involved in providing a quality 
education to the young people of this community.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Raudonis, 


Special education services have been provided to approximately 180 students during the 1988-89 
school year, which represents 11% of the total student population attending Windham schools and 
Pinkerton Academy. In accordance with the district's commitment to provide education within the least 
restrictive environment, Windham currently has the capability to successfully implement the 
Individualized Education Programs of 158 of these students, with the remaining 22 receiving special 
education in out-of-district placements. 


At Golden Brook School, special education services include modified classrooms, resource room 
support and the related services of speech therapy, occupational therapy, and counseling. Thirty-six 
students are identified as educationally handicapped and receive special education in accordance with 
their Individualized Education Programs. 


Windham Center School has 50 educationally handicapped students this year who are serviced by 
two special education teachers. Through federal funds, a teacher aide has been hired to assist with the 
instruction and support of students who attend the resource rooms. Center School shares with 
Windham Middle School the services of a school counselor, a reading specialist and a speech therapist. 


A new resource room was added to Windham Middle School this year to meet the needs of the 
growing number of students who require special education intervention. As is the case with Center 
School programs, Middle School offers a range of services for students, which include the opportunity 
for them to receive instructional support to their mainstram classes, as well as total instruction in subject 
areas where students require more individualized and/or specialized approaches. A federally funded 
teacher aide is also available to work with the two special education teachers in providing direct 
instruction to some of these students. 


Forty-two special education students attend the programs available at Pinkerton Academy. These 
offerings include traditional resource rooms, a resource program for emotionally handicapped students, 
the Alternative Comprehensive Training Program, and the Get Set Program. Students enrolled in any of 
- Pinkerton’s programs also have the opportunity to participate in vocational studies, generally beginning 
during the junior year. 


An identified group of Windham students is in need of more extensive special education services 
“which are specified in their individual Education Programs. Available to them are self-contained 
programs within the district or other public or private specialized programs within commuting distance. 
Offered within School Administrative Unit #28 are primary and intermediate self-contained programs, 
housed at Pelham’s Sherburne and Memorial Schools respectively, and the Preschool Language 
Development Program, located at Windham Center School. Three Windham students attend the 
primary self-contained class, and two others are enrolled in the intermediate program. Nine preschool 
aged children attend the Preschool Language Development Program, which services children between 
the ages of three and six. This class is staffed by a full time teacher, a federally funded teacher aide, 
and part time speech and occupational therapists. Referrals are made by parents, local pediatricians, 
preschool and daycare workers and other outside agencies involved with young children when they have 
reason to believe a youngster may be educationally handicapped. 


Chapter | funds allocated to the Windham School District provide support services to students in 
grades one through eight. Three Chapter | tutors work with small groups of students in each of the 
schools, emphasizing the development of active, responsible learners. The program’s major objective is 
to increase proficiency in reading comprehensive and/or math conceptualization through a variety of 
activities which promote the development of thinking skills and creative problem solving in meaningful 
situations. A total of 70 students have participated during the 1988-89 school year. 


An exciting project has recently been undertaken by the Windham School District. Windham schools 
were selected to participate in a study of the effectiveness of their special education programs over the 
course of the 1988-89 school year. This process, sponsored by the New Hampshire Department of 
Education, Special Education Bureau, provides baseline information with which to review the 
effectiveness of current special education programs and practices, and to assist in planning for the 
future. Findings have been presented in an extensive report to all staff and School Board Members and 
are currently under review by a committee of administrators, special and regular educators, and parents, 
who will work together to form long range plans for the district and each of the individual schools. 
Windham is to be commended for being slected to participate in such an extensive study and for the 
commitment it has made to the improvement process.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


Dear Mr. Raudonis: 


During the 1987-88 school year we were pleased again by the achievement of our students. They 
continued to score very well on the California Achievement Testing. Approximately 85 percent of our 
students in grades 1 to 4 were performing and achieving on or above their grade level. 


For the third year in succession, we have had students represent the State of New Hampshire and the 
Windham School District in the World Finals of the Oddessey of the Mind Competition. This past year we 
sent students Kyla Brown, Elizabeth Lentz, Erin O’Reilly, Mark St. Laurent, Jay Howanski, Matt Blundell 
and Christopher Bassett, along with coach Ken Lentz, to compete at the University of Maryland at 
College Park, Maryland. We were all very proud of the team and their accomplishments. 


In the fall of 1988 we opened school to our largest first grade class ever. We had 10 classes with 
approximately 208 pupils in grade one. This necessitated a move of three fourth grade classes to Center 
School. 


The first grade teachers, with assistance and input from the Citizens Advisory Committee, developed an 
extensive screening and placement procedure for entering first grade pupils. This consists of a parent 
questionnaire, kindergarten questionnaire, a two day visit and orientation at Golden Brook for the new 
pupils, the administration of the Scholastic Academic Readiness Test, and the Gesell Developmental 
Exam. Most everyone appeared pleased with the new procedure, especially the two day visitation for the 
pupils. 


It was certainly a year of transition at the central office, as we bid farewell to Superintendent Henry 
LaBranche and Assistant Superintendent Frank Kaffel, and welcomed you as our new Superintendent, 
and Gerald Boucher as our new Business Administrator. Mrs. Jean Oakes, one of our long standing first 
grade teachers, retired in June. 


The school volunteers have continued to provide a helpful service to teachers and students by donating 
valuable hours to the school. The P.T.O. continues to be helpful and supportive in giving additional 
equipment to the school. 


| would like to thank the Windham Schoo! Board for their assistance and support, along with the staff at 
SAU #28. 


Finally, | would like to thank the citizens of Windham for their continued support of public education.

Students will be exposed to more pre-algebra, algebra, and 
geometry than ever before.

Students participation in beginning band, band, chorus, si club, cheerlgading, and 
interscholastic sports is very impressive. We are very pleased with ihe scope and quality of these 


programs and hope to expand them as the district grows.

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SCHOOL COUNSELOR’S REPORT 


As the Counselors at Golden Brook, Center School and the Middle School, we take this opportunity 
to present an overview of our role in the school system with an emphasis on our 1987-88 activities. 
Academic performance is integrally related to the social, physical and emotional changes of student 
development. 


Both School Counselors are enrolled in advance degree programs in Counseling. Mrs. Christa 
Herrick is a C.A.G.S. candidate at the University of New Hampshire, and Mrs. JoAnne Kaplan is a 
doctoral candidate at California Coast University. 


Since student enrollment continues to increase significantly, the major portion of our time is spent 
counseling students individually and in groups including crisis intervention regarding school, peer and 
home problems. We are responsible for approximately 600 students each. When students are seen ona 
regular basis, parents are aware of and become part of the treatment process. Whenever more intensive 
family therapy is indicated, we readily refer parents to outside agencies. In such instances, we function 
as liasons between the private agency and the school upon the parents’ request. 


Throughout the year, we meet with parents and/or teachers concerning students and their problems. 
Consultation with teachers and administrators is an ongoing process. We are both an active part of the 
Special Education Teams at our respective schools. As team members, we participate in all meetings, 
conduct student observations, administer intellectual and counseling assessments, and make 
recommendations to parents and staff. We also take an active role in the transitions of students to 
Center School from Golden Brook, to the Middle School from Center School, and to Pinkerton Academy 
from the Middle School. . 


At Golden Brook School, whole class activities were presented. Subjects included developing an 
understanding of self and others, magic circle, feelings and values clarification, divorce, separation, loss 
groups, and stress management. At Center and the Middle Schools, the peer counseling program 
spanning grades 5-8 has been continued successfully. Class activities at Center school included stress 
management, and small group activities centered around divorce, peer support, values clarification, 
communication skills, independence skills and suicide prevention. A special effort was made to integrate 
new students at all three schools. We initiate small groups concerning different family or developmental 
issues as another counseling technique. 


As counselors in the school system, our services are often indirect and difficult to quantify. We feel 
that our 1987-88 year was successful based on the number of students and families services and the 
quality of time with both problems and prevention. It has been our experience that the positive, 
preventive aspects of guidance and counseling can have long-term effects on student attitudes, 
knowledge, and decision-making, leading them to effective study skills, good citizenship, and greater 
productivity. As school counselors, we are able to work with students fostering mutual respect, 
cooperation, responsibility and self-reliance.

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


This year, the nursing duties at Golden Brook School were carried out in a similar manner and with 
the same philosophy as previous years. That is, to insure that each student function as close as possible 
to their optimal wellness. Although we missed Nancy Kimball who resigned as School Nurse, we would 
like to thank Carol Ingram for so abely fulfilling the nursing responsibilities at Golden Brook School. 


Despite increased enrollment, at Golden Brook School, school wide health screenings have been 
carried out in the following areas with the help of volunteers: blood pressure for first and third grades, 
height, weight, vision, hearing and a program of pediculosis control. The number of referrals for 
evaluation by physicians has increased, reflecting the increase of the general school population. 


All health records were updated, especially immunization records to see that students complied with 
new State requirements. 


The health of students referred for evaluation by the Special Education Team is monitored. Any 
student referred for evaluation of learning difficulties has a health assessment done by the School Nurse 
which includes an extensive health history and parental interview. 


At Center School all 253 students were screened for height, weight, vision, hearing, blood pressure, 
scoliosis and head lice. Of these students, 64 were referred for medical evaluation. 


Health education in grade six included a study of the concept of Wellness with emphasis on personal 
responsibility for good health. in addition, alcohol and drug abuse, nutrition and exercise were 
discussed. In grade 5 health education focused on the physical, social and emotional changes of 
adolescence. Support was given to the fifth grade science curriculum in the study of the human body. 


Windham Middle School enrollment and health room activity has been stable in the past year. 
Screenings of all 253 students in the same seven areas were carried out. Consequently, eighty four 
students were referred to physicians for further evaluation. 


The Health Education program which is taught in the seventh and eighth grade is a significant part of 
the nursing responsibilities at Middle School. The curriculum includes growth and development, 
contemporary adolescent issues and also falls within the state standards for public elementary schools. 
We would like to thank the School Board, School Administration and especially the teachers and school 
Staff for their ongoing support for these health education programs. 


Other activities have included school sports physical exams by Dr. Richard Fox, our school doctor, 
evaluating and monitoring the health needs of our thirty students participating in Special Education 
programs, serving as a resource for staff and students and implementing our district wide Wellness 
Program at Middle School.

To the Members of the School Board

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Windham School District as of 
and for the year ended June 30, 1988, as listed in the table of contents. Our examination ws made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include 
the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which should be included to conform with generally 
accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be recorded in the General Fixed Assets 
Account Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts results in an 
incomplete presentation, as explained in the above paragraph, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above present fairly the financial position of the Windham School District at June 30, 1988, 
and the results of its opeations for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceeding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial 
statements taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements and schedule 
listed in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required 
part of the general purpose financial statements of the Windham School District. Such information has 
been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the examination of the general purpose financial 
statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the general purpose 
financial statements taken as a whole.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


JUNE 30, 1988 


NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The following is a summary of significant accounting policies employed in the preparation of these 
financial statements. 


A. Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the School District are organized on the basis of funds or account groups, each of 
which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
separate set of selfbalancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and 
expenditures, aS appropriate. Government resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual 
funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the means by which spending 
activities are controlled. The various funds are grouped by type in the financial statements. The following 
fund types and account groups are used by the School District. 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of the School District. All general tax 
revenues and other receipts that are not allocated by law or contractual agreement to another fund are 
accounted for in this fund. From the fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the fixed charges, 
and the capital improvement costs that are not paid through other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used to account for the proceeds of specific 
revenue sources (other than expendable trust or major capital projects) requiring separate accounting 
because of legal or regulatory provisions or administrative action. Included in this fund type are the 
Federal Projects, Food Service, and Special Milk Program Fund. 


Capital Projects Funds - Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the acquisition, 
construction or improvement of capital facilities are accounted for in Capital Projects Funds. Such 
resources are derived principally from proceeds of long-term notes or bonds and from Federal and State 
grants. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Agency Funds - Agency Funds are used to account for the assets held by the School District as an 
agent for others. The Student Activities Funds are shown in this fund type. 


B. Account Groups (Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities) 


All governmental funds are accounted for on a spending or "financial flow" measurement focus. This 
means that only current assets and current liabilities are generally included on their balance sheets. 
Their reported fund balance (net current assets) is considered a measure of "available spendable 
resources". Governmental fund operating statements present increases (revenues and other financing 
sources) and decreases (expenditures and other uses) in net current assets. Accordingly, they are said 
to present a summary of sources and used of available spendable resources during a period. 
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General fixed assets have been acquired for general governmental purposes and have been recorded 
as expenditures in the fund making the expenditure. These expenditures are required to be capitalized 
at historical cost in a General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts for accountability purposes. In accordance 
with the practices followed by other municipal entities in the State, the School District does not maintain 
a record of its general fixed assets and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by 
generally accepted accounting principles, is. not included in this financial report. 


Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds are accounted for in the General 
Long-Term Debt Account Group. This account group is not a fund. It is concerned only with the 
measurement of financial position and not results of operations. Since they do not affect net current 
assets, such long-term liabilities are not recognized as governmental fund type liabilities. They are 
instead reported as liabilities in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 


C. Basis of Accounting 


The accounts of the General, Special Revenue, and Capital Projects Funds are maintained and reported 
on the modified accrual basis of accounting. Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, sources of 
financial resources and assets are recognized when measurable and available to finance operations 
during the year. Uses of financial resources and liabilities are recognized when obligations are incurred 
from receipt of goods and services, when assessments are made by the State or, in the case of 
judgments and claims against the School District when there is a probability that such judgments and 
claims will result in liabilities, the amounts of which can be reasonably estimated. Exceptions to this 
general rule include: 1) accumulated unpaid vacation and sick pay, and 2) principal and interest on 
general long-term debt which is recognized when due. All Agency Funds are accounted for using the 
accrual basis of accounting. 


D. Budgetary Accounting 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted for in budgetary funds are controlled by a 
formal integrated budgetary accounting system in accordance with various legal requirements which 
govern the School District's operations. State Statutes require balanced budgets and the use of 
beginning general fund unreserved fund balance to reduce District assessments. In 1987-88, the 
beginning fund balance was applied as follows:

E. Encumbrances 
Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders, contracts, and continuing appropriations 
(certain projects and specific items not fully expended at year end) are recognized, is employed in the 
governmental funds. Encumbrances are not the equivalent of expenditures and are therefore reported 


as part of the fund balance at June 30, 1988 and are carried forward to supplement appropriations of the 
subsequent year. 
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The Special Revenue Fund reserve for encumbrances is detailed as follows:

F. Cash and Investments 


At year end, the carrying amount of the District’s deposits was $243,825 and the bank balance was 
$392,627. Of the bank balance, $119,207 was covered by Federal depository insurance and $273,420 
was uninsured. 


State Statutes authorize the District to invest excess funds in the custody of the Treasurer, in obligations 
of the United States Government, in savings bank deposits of banks incorporated under the laws of the 
State of New Hampshire, or in certificates of deposit of banks incorporated under the laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, or in national banks located within this state or the State of Massachusetts. These 
financial statements report investments in certificates of deposit and savings bank deposits under the 
caption Cash and Equivalents. 


G. Accumulated Unpaid Vacation and Sick Pay 

Accumulated unpaid vacation and sick pay is not accrued in the governmental funds using the modified 
accrual basis of accounting. Teachers and employees may accululate up to 90 days sick leave at a rate 
of fifteen days per year. Vacation is granted in varying amounts based on length of service for 
employees other than teachers. Vacation pay accumulation does not exceed a normal year’s allowance. 
Accumulated sick leave is indeterminable. 

H. Interfund Transactions 

During the course of normal operations, the School District has numerous transactions between funds, 
including expenditures and transfers of resources to provide services and funds capital outlay. The 
accompanying governmental fund financial statements reflect such transactions as _ transfers.

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NOTE 3- DEFINED BENEFIT PENSION PLAN 


All Windham School District full-time employees participate in the New Hampshire Retirement System, a 
multiple-employer public employee retirement system. The payroll for employees covered by the system 
for the year ended June 30, 1988 was $1,845,700; the District’s total payroll was $2,114,350. 


All District full-time employees are eligible to participate in the system. Employees who retire before age 
65 are entitled to a retirement benefit equal to approximately fifty percent of the employee’s average final 
compensation. After attainment of age 65, the payment by the Retirement System is reduced by the 
amount of the individual's Social Security entitlement payments. The system also provides death and 
disability benefits, which are established by State Statute. 


Covered employees are required by State Statute to contribute 4.6% of their salary to the plan. The 
School District is required by the same statute to contribute a percentage of the employee's salary, 
based on an actuarial valuation of the entire State plan performed June 30, 1983. These contributions 
represented. 62% for teachers and 2.94% for all other employees. The contribution requirements for the 
year ended June 30, 1988 were $100,686, which consisted of $15,783 from the School District and 
$84,903 from employees. 


The "pension benefit obligation" is a standardized disclosure measure of the present value of pension 
benefits, adjusted for the effects of projected salary increases and step-rate benefits, estimated to be 
payable in the future as a result of employee service to date. The measure, which is the actuarial 
present value of credited projected benefits, is intended to help users assess the system’s funding status 
on a going-conern basis, assess progress made in accumulating sufficient assets to pay benefits when 
due, and make comparisons among retirement systems and employers. The State retirement system 
does not make separate measurements of assets and pension benefit obligations for individual 
employers. According to plan administrators, the pension benefit obligation at June 30, 1985 for the 
system as a whole, determined through an actuarial valuation performed as of that date, was 
$552,051,000. The system’s net assets available for benefits on June 30, 1986 (valued at market) were > 
$568,786,602, leaving no unfunded pension benefit obligation. The percentage that the Windham 
School District has in relation to the entire plan cannot be determined. 


NOTE 4 - FOOD SERVICE PROGRAM 


The District entered into an agreement with Preferred Meals System, Inc. to grant them the exclusive 
right to manage the Food Service operation of the District. 


The District will approve menus, have authority to inspect the meals served, and be responsible for 
ensuring compliance with Federal and State laws regulating the National School Lunch Program. 


Preferred Meals Systems, Inc. shall purchase and pay for, on the behalf of the District, all food and other 


supplies required, and will be reimbursed for all direct costs of operation, including an allowance for 
administrative costs.
